REMARKS 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for indicating that claims 5, 9-14, 24, 28-30 and 32 
contain allowable subject matter and would be allowed if written in independent form. 
Applicant respectfully points out that multiple dependent claim 31 also contains allowable 
subject matter when amended to depend only from allowable claims. In view of the Examiner's 
indication of allowable subject matter, claim 5 has been written in independent form. Also, 
claim 9 has been written in independent form with claims 10 and 11 depending therefrom. 
Claim 12 has been written in independent form with claims 13 and 14 depending therefrom. 
Claim 24 has been written in independent form, as has claim 28. Claim 31 has been amended to 
depend from only allowable claims 24, 28 and 29. 

Claims 1-4, 6-8, 15-23, 25-27, 31 and 33-38 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 
as allegedly unpatentable over Sandoval in view of Tobagi et al. While this rejection is 
respectfully traversed, in order to obtain immediate allowance of the subject application, these 
claims, except for claim 31, which is amended to depend only from allowable claims, have been 
canceled without disclaimer or prejudice to the filing of further applications containing the 
subject matter of the canceled claims. 

In view of the foregoing, only claims identified by the Examiner as containing allowable 
subject matter remain in this application. Therefore, it is respectfully requested that the 
application be passed to issue at the earliest possible time.
